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City hall reports 


Still 40 left 

\It hough nine people were laid oi l nearly 
two weeks ago. the city’s managing director. 
Martin IV Judge, told the Carbondale MIR- 
ROK that the city still has about 40 people 
working full-time lor it. 

Judge explained that about hall this total 
includes those working for the city's police 
department and bureau of fires. 

Ihe police departmem has 13 full-time 
people, while the bureau of fires has its six 
full-time drivers. 

I he recent lay-off of nine people, there¬ 
fore. was roughly 20 percent of the city's 
work force at the time. 

Grading city lot 

Last Wednesday a city grader was 
involved with grading and filling a roadway 
across a piece of city-owned land near the 
Ames Plaza. 

A city hall source said that this is a once 
yearly practice to smooth out the surface of a 
"road" which cuts from Seventh Avenue to 
the Ames Plaza over the triangular piece of 
land the city owns between those two points. 

At one time the land was being considered 
lor several projects, including a new city 
garage lor city vehicles. Just recently the 
Pioneer Days Committee sought council's 
permission to purchase the land for its 
annual celebration. 

However, rtre committee held off on buy¬ 
ing the land for this year's celebration. 

Fuel money coming 

I he city's share of liquid fuels money is 
scheduled to be released early in October 
meaning, city managing director Judge told 


the MIRROR, that the city should receive 
the state funds around the 20th of that 
month. 

Judge learned this last Wednesday after 
speaking with a Pennsylvania Department 
of Transportation (PennDOT) official. 

The city official noted that the money is 
being released a little bit later because the 
state recently audited the city's liquid fuels 
accounts for 1979 and 1980. It is the practice 
ol the state not to release additional funds in 
an account until a scheduled audit is 
completed. 

Waiting for Allied 

Talking to the MIRROR last week. 
Judge reiterated what he told council at its 
session on Monday. Sept. 21. about street 
lights along West Side Drive between 
Brooklyn Street and the Summit Gardens 
Apartment Complex. 

Judge said that Pennsylvania Power and 
Light Co. (PP&L) will not consider putting 
the lights along that dark stretch of road 
until it learns of Allied Services for the Han¬ 
dicapped’s plans for an apartment building 
along the road. 

Judge explained that PP&L wants to 
know where Allied will plan its driveways 
for the apartment building before the utility 
goes ahead in puts in underground cables 
and poles there. 

In addition. Judge pointed out that the 
Fallbrook Creek side of the road is too nar¬ 
row to put up the poles. 

Nothing from DER 

About one month ago the city contacted 
the state's Department of Environmental 
Resources (DER) regarding old trans¬ 


formers found in a junk yard off Dundaff 
Street. 

Residents ol the neighborhood expressed 
concern that the transformers could contain 
PCB’s. ihe cancer-causing agents often 
lound in old transformers. 

Yet. one month later the city doesn't even 
know il DER officials even visited the site to 
check out the complaints. 

In fact, city officials have heard nothing at 
all Irom the state department. 

When speaking to the MIRROR last 
week, city managing director Martin P. 
Judge said he intended to give DF.R a call to 
see if they have done anything. 

Revenues down 

I he city’s tax revenues are definitely down 
this year, a city hall spokesman told the 
Carbondale MIRROR last week. 

Exactly how far down, the MIRROR 
contacted the city's financial director Joseph 
Masco. 

Masco said the city's real estate tax collec¬ 
tions are down i2 percent from last year. 

Other tax collections, he added, are keep¬ 
ing pace with last year's. 

Asked if he foresaw an improvement in 
the real estate tax collections, the finance 
director said. “I’m hoping it will be.” 

$30 a week 

Masco also told the Carbondale MIR¬ 
ROR that revenues from the parking lot 
surrounding the city’s municipal building 
are averaging about $30 a week. 

He said that some recent weeks have seen 
it as high as $40 and as low as $22. but that, 
on the average, (he income is about $30.

Mayor: If I did wrong, 
I’ll resign from post, but 


“I really challenge these people to get the 
attorney general never mind the auditor 
general.” 

With those words Mayor Fred J. Man¬ 
cuso issued a challenge to two city council 
members Mrs. Charlotte Moro and 
Michael l olerico on their contention that 
the city’s administration erred when it trans¬ 
ferred funds from one account to another 
last year. 

The transfer has been the subject of much 
discussion at recent council meetings, with 
most of the seven-member council wonder¬ 
ing why the administration did not seek 
council’s permission to transfer the funds as 
is necessary by law. 

At a press conference Friday afternoon 
the mayor noted that the transfer might be 
thought illegal, but he explained that it was a 
matter of payrolls. 

The payday before Christmas found the 
city's general account short money to pay 
city employes. 


Instead, the mayor explained Friday 
afternoon, the city borrowed some $30,000 
from other city accounts to meet that 
payroll. 

“We didn't worry about a decision of seek¬ 
ing council's okay because we were promised 
money” from various sources, such as the 
county, which did not come in when it was 
supposed to. 

I’ll resign or ... 

“I would challenge Moro and Tolerico 
that if I did any thing illegal. I’ll resign. If not 
they should." the mayor stated. 

Since that time the city has paid back 
$15,000 of that amount. 

Ironically, the mayor said, one of the 
eouncilmanic pair earlier wanted to transfer 
tunds from one of the accounts the adminis¬ 
tration used the West Side account to 
the general fund. 

The mayor fought that move because he 


wanted to keep the West Side money aJjftla- 
ble as seed money for any proi^'f^-Wh 
might come up in that area. 

Use as seed money 

On Friday the mayor noted that while he 
used some of the money, it is still there to use 
as seed money; w hereas, if the council had its 
choice that money would have be gone from 
that account. 

An example of the possible seed use of 
West Side money, he added, would have 
been the construction of curbs there for 
industry. 

Or. the construction of a road connecting 
North Scott Street and Hospital Street. 

Fortunately, he continued, the state is 
paving that road for use as a detour w hile the 
Dundaff Street Viaduct is being torn down 
in the spring. 

This move by the state, he added, w ill save 
the city about $50,000.
